A violent tornado 
Friday 
struck 
the southern portion of Rockford, 
tore down houses and factories and 
buried one 
hundred 
men in the 
ruins of a chair factory 
of 
the 
Rockford Cabinet company. 
After a three-hour check, police 
announced 
thirty 
persons 
were 
known to be dead in the building, 
although they had gone through 
only part of the wreckage. 
Two 
other persons were killed in the 
streets. 
The wind twisted the shattered 
walls of the factory in an almost 
impenetrable 
mass 
over 
the 
wreckage of the brick foundation 
and made 
rescue 
work slow and 
difficult. 
There were 150 men in 
the 
four-story 
frame 
building 
when the storm struck. 
Three men on the third floor are 
known to have escaped. They were 
hurtled to 
the 
basement as the 
building crashed. 
They crawled 
from the ruins, covered with varn­ 
ish and shellac which had poured 
over thorn as they fell. 
It was 
thought 
that probably 
fifty in all crawled from the debris, 
many without serious injuries. But 


rescue W’ork was handicapped by 
the 
gloom 
that continued 
until 
night fell. 
Fortunately, fire did 
not break out and the 
fire 
partment added its efforts to 
work of rescue. 
It was not long before all 
hospitals were (dogged with 
injured. 
How many were severely 
hurt it was impossible to learn, 
The police believed the total would 
teach 200.
